University of Pennsylvania Pro­ 
fessor Restores Musical In- 
1 strument 3,000 Years 
Old. 


Mystery Baby 


More Dogs Tagged In 
1924 Than In 192 3 


Philadelphia.—Notes of a musical 
instrument that are believed to have 
floated on the warm air of Egypt be­ 
side the Nile 3,000 years ago were re­ 
produced recently at the University of 
Pennsylvania by Professor Jean B. 
Beek, of the faculty, who restored a 
small flute found in the tomb of a 
noble of the time of the Pharaohs. 
'rho two reeds of the flute, hound 
together by gut dipped in pitch, were 
apart. Professor Beck fitted them to­ 
gether. 
The air enters through slits 
in the sides of the reeds instead of 
at the ends, as in modern instruments. 
“ Each note and its octave are sound­ 
ed "equally It* J ut the same time,” 
Professor Beck said, after testing the 
flute. “ I cannot explain this. It is the 
only instrument I ever heard which 
would do it.” 
The professor has in his possession 
a painting from the wall of the tomb 
of Ontuis, a Pharaoh who lived 1800 
B. C., showing a slave girl playing a 
similar flute.
